At daybreak, a number of Japanese were seen clinging to the 
masts and funnels of the sunken vessels, and these were rescued 
by the Russians. Thirteen of the wounded Japanese have since 
died. The Russians supplied the survivors with food and cloth- 
ing and the wounded were taken to the hospital ship Mongolia. 
During the morning, ten of the enemy’s torpedo boats remained 
in the offing, and were fired on at long range.
